Key Discussions/Agreements 

1. Overall, client liked the energy, attitude and look of film and felt that it captured the 
collection and urban safari theme. One challenge in putting together the catalog is to 
keep a good color mix (not too brown). 

2. The client highlighted some specific “favorite” shots: Laurence in signature suede 
jacket, all of Laurence in chairs, Eleanor looking in the bag, Tanya with bangles, all 
of the mock-neck tee shots, Lawrence and Marlen in lingerie, frames with mask, 
“closing” shot of ethnic pants, ethnic pants on phone, Tanya in zebra scarf, Tanya in 
sunglasses, and Marlen’s “attitude” with luggage. 

3. The client requested that the agency look for new shots of the lighter and the make-up 
kit. Specific other shots to avoid: two women in signatures suede, Valerie Jean with 
slicked back hair, frames with desk chairs, Marlen in zebra scarf, Luna with zebra 
scarf may be right for other uses but not the catalog.
